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New £9.1m primary 
school for Harlow 


Council leader hails ‘another piece in the jigsaw of very bright future for town’

A NEW £9.1 million primary 
school is “another piece of the 
jigsaw” in Harlow’s future, 
according to its council leader. 

The school, set to be built on the 
Newhall estate, will accommodate 
420 children, while an accompa¬ 
nying early-years nursery will 
cater for 56 more children. 

The facility is part of Essex 
County Council’s biggest ever 
education programme, unveiled 
on Monday, which will create 2,500 
school places in the next financial 
year. 

And Harlow Council leader 
Jon Clempner welcomed the 
decision. 

He said: “There is a recognition 
by all the authorities involved 
that for Harlow to achieve its 
potential, and to continue the vis¬ 
ion of Sir Frederick Gibberd, we 
need to address the complicated 
mix of provision of jobs, infra¬ 
structure, housing and skills. 

Commitment 

“This of course includes ensur¬ 
ing that there is the right pro¬ 
vision of school places as new 
houses get built. 

“I welcome Essex County Coun¬ 
cil delivering on the commitment 
for a new primary school in 
Newhall. This is another piece of 
the jigsaw for what I see as a very 
bright future for Harlow in the 
coming years.”

Councillor John Spence, 
County Hall’s cabinet member for 
finance, said: “Our policy is, if you 
build houses then you need the 
schools. 

“We are creating 2,500 new 


school places. We’ve already cre¬ 
ated 8,000 and will continue to do 
so.” 

He added: “We have seen the 
number of schools which are 
rated ‘good’ and ‘outstanding’ by 


Ofsted rise to 91 per cent and we 
will continue to spend money 
improving them.” 

The project will be funded by 
the county council’s £263 million 
capital programme. 


This will include £85 million 
spread out over five years to 
provide 400 new special school 
places. 

Mr Spence said he was “proud” 
to be part of an administration

The school at Newhall is expec¬ 
ted to take its first intake of stu¬ 
dents in September 2018.

Railway passengers 
are less than 40% 
happy with service 

Which? survey reveals low satisfaction rates

GREAT Northern and Greater Anglia 
have both recorded satisfaction rates 
of less than 40 per cent in a Which? 
survey. 

Using data provided by hundreds of 
commuters, the consumer charity 
gathered an average score for each 
franchise holder based on overall sat¬ 
isfaction and likelihood of recom¬ 
mendation. 

Thameslink - Great Northern fin¬ 
ished third bottom with a satisfaction 
score of 32 per cent. Greater Anglia 
finished fourth from bottom with 35 
per cent. 

This was above only Southeastern 
(31 per cent) and Southern (21 per 
cent), the latter having been crippled 
by strike action. 

Merseyrail topped the chart with 72 
per cent, but it is worth noting only 33 
people responded about the firm. 


GREATER Anglia has agreed to sell 
40 per cent of its franchise to a 
Japanese construction company. 

The partnership is pending final 
regulatory approvals and fulfils the 
objective of operator Abellio to find a 
suitable partner to run Greater 
Anglia in a 60/40 venture. 

Abellio and Mitsui already have a 
working relationship, having first 
entered into a joint venture to bid for 
the West Midlands rail franchise in 
2016, along with the East Japan 
Railway Company. 

Abellio feels that Mitsui is best 
placed to help deliver its programme 
to improve the Greater Anglia 
franchise. 

Mitsui is a global business with 


A spokesman for Govia Thameslink 
Railway, which runs Great Northern, 
said: “Performance is unacceptable 
and we are sincerely sorry. 

“Our passengers deserve better 
and, together with Network Rail and 
its £300 million funding package to 
improve track signalling and overall 
performance, we’re working hard to 
improve the service.” 

Delays 

He added that knock-on delays from 
London Bridge redevelopment, signal 
failures and bad weather were reasons 
why the service performed poorly. 

Jamie Buries, managing director of 
Greater Anglia, said: “We are com¬ 
mitted to further improving the ser¬ 
vice we offer to our customers, by 
making our trains more reliable and 
comfortable for passengers. 

“We listen to our customers and 
respond to what they want.” 

He said the firm is committed to 


interests in infrastructure, 
integrated transportation systems, 
energy, and IT and communications. 

The deal marks the first time a 
Japanese company has become a 
shareholder of a British train 
operating company. 

Objective 

Dominic Booth, managing director 
of Abellio, said: “We are delighted to 
have reached agreement with Mitsui, 
fulfilling our long-standing objective 
of running the franchise as a 60/40 
joint venture. 

“With the introduction of Mitsui’s 
knowledge and experience, we look 
forward to delivering significant 
improvements for Greater Anglia’s 


spending an additional £5 million for 
more trains to hit the lines with 4,000 
more seats provided on main line 
routes. 

Mr Buries added: “Many of our cus¬ 
tomers have told us they welcome the 
improvements we have made to date, 
but we recognise there is still much 
more we can do to make our service 
better.” 

Great Northern, which serves Hert¬ 
ford North, scored: Two (stars out of 
five) for punctuality, two for reliab¬ 
ility, two for seat availability, two for 
standing space, one for frequency, one 
for carriages, two for toilets and two 
for value for money. 

Greater Anglia, which serves Har¬ 
low, Bishop’s Stortford and Hertford 
East stations scored: Two (stars out of 
five) for punctuality, two for reliab¬ 
ility, two for seat availability, two for 
standing space, three for frequency, 
one for carriages, two for toilets and 
two for value for money.

Great Anglia will also introduce a 
new fleet and a commit to cut 
average journey times by ten per 
cent. 

It provides intercity, commuter and 
rural services throughout 
Broxbourne and from London, up to 
Hertford, Harlow and Bishop’s 
Stortford, including the Stansted 
Express service. It is responsible for 
almost 2,800 employees, operates 
1,300 train services per day and 
serves 132 stations.

“We have been looking at 
options but nothing has come to 
light yet.”

ALEX Mayer, member of European 
Parliament for the East of England, 
said she is angry with Theresa 
May’s EU speech. 

The Labour MEP commented on 
Tuesday after the Prime Minister 
clarified her Brexit wishlist. 

Ms Mayer said: “I am angry 
because during the referendum 
hustings I mentioned some of the 
benefits of our membership of the 
European Union, like membership of 
the single market. 

“To this Leave campaigners just 
replied that we could negotiate to 
keep that part. 

“But it is clear the new Tory 
plan now leaves that idea in 
tatters.”

Greater Anglia ‘delighted’ after 
Japanese investment announced 
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Family comes together 
for gran with diabetes 


Maxine keen to raise awareness of condition despite failing health

A GRANDMOTHER of ten has 
held an emotional farewell party 
for friends and family as her 
health deteriorates. 

Maxine Venables, 58, of 
Taylifers, Harlow, has kidney fail¬ 
ure, nerve damage and has lim¬ 
ited vision from her 20-year battle 
with Type 2 diabetes. 

On Friday she met friends and 
family members in Paringdon 
Sports and Social Club, Paring¬ 
don Road, Harlow, to celebrate her 
life and raise awareness of her 
condition. 

Mrs Venables, a mother to four, 
has said she wants to raise aware¬ 
ness of diabetes to help other 
people to avoid her fate. 

Her daughter Donna Venables, 
35, of Riley Mews, Harlow, said: “It 
was a bittersweet occasion. It was 
so nice to see everybody but it did 
take her being poorly to make it 
happen. 

“It was such a good night out, 
she (Maxine) was overwhelmed. 
She had a fantastic time and 
really enjoyed it.” 

Rock band Triple X played for 
the family, and students of Harlow 
College performed a dance 
routine while a raffle was held 
with all donations going to char¬ 
ity Diabetes UK. 

Valuable 

Family friend Tara Grant also 
completed a sponsored headshave 
to bring the total of donations to 
£1,421, but just as valuable was the 
family’s time together. 

Donna continued: “Mum said 
she wanted to have a big party and 
that she wanted to raise aware¬ 
ness. 

“She said that if she could help 
just one family then she wanted to 
do it. I thought it was a really nice 
thing to do. 

“It is a bit of a weird situ¬ 
ation.” 

Type 2 diabetes, the most com¬ 
mon kind, is a condition that 


causes a person’s blood sugar 
level to become too high. 

This can lead the body to not 
produce enough insulin or the 
cells to not respond to insulin. 

Those with diabetes need to be 
careful about what they eat and 
lead a healthy lifestyle. 

Mrs Venables was diagnosed 
with diabetes when less was 
known about the condition. 

Donna said: “She (Maxine) has 
not worked for a long time. Her 
eyes are really bad, she is par¬ 
tially sighted. 

“When she first got diagnosed it 
was not a big thing, the doctor just 
told her to avoid loads of sugar. 

She did not know about a lot of 
those things (that she knows 
now).” 

Mrs Venables’ other children, 

Stacey, 36, Lindsey, 29, and Tom, 

27, were also at the gathering 
while their mother also has one 
great grandchild. 

Wedding 

Tom has actually brought his 
wedding forward to ensure that 
Mrs Venables will be able to 
come. 

Donna said she is not sure what 
the future holds for them. Her 
mother is currently stable in her 
condition, but her health could 
rapidly deteriorate at any time. 

“We are just taking each day as 
it comes,” said Donna. “She could 
be fine for six months or just six 
weeks, we do not know. 

“We are really close and we are 
really supportive of each other.”

ORCHARD Croft and the Pearson 
building were crowned the town’s 
best constructions at the Harlow 
Architectural Design Awards 
(HAD As). 

The inaugural awards on Tues¬ 
day, which also served as the 
annual general meeting for 
Harlow Civic Society, were held at 
the new clubhouse at Harlow 
Cricket Club in Chippingfield. 

Star readers played a key role in 
voting for the winning buildings 
which were ultimately selected by 
a panel of judges. 

The Pearson building, in 
Edinburgh Gate, Harlow, won the 
non-residential award and 
Orchard Croft numbers 3-12 and 
161-165 won the residential gong. 

Paul McLintic, member of 
Harlow Civic Society and event 
organiser, said: “It has been a very 
interesting project. 

“It started nearly a year ago, we 
wanted to do something positive 
and on the plus side for Harlow. 

“Everybody has been positive 
about it.

“Orchard Croft is very much 
Harlow. It is well positioned and 
has a crescent shape to it. It over¬ 
looks the green space.” 

He added: “We are going to do 
this for ten years. Harlow is going 
through a growth spurt with so 
many things going on.” 

Trophies 

Stan Newens, chairman of 
Harlow Civic Society and the 
town’s first MP, presented glass 
trophies to a chosen represent¬ 
ative for each building. 

The Pearson building was 
designed by Conran Roche. Paul 
Zara of architecture firm Conran 
and Partners collected the award 
on his behalf. 

He said: “This project was very 
important for us. At the time it 
was the UK’s greenest office 


building, it is quite radical. It is 
ageing very gracefully. We are 
very proud of it and to get this 
award 20 years after it was 
completed is a great honour.” 

The non-residential shortlist 
also featured Harlow College 
Building C, the Owens-Illinois 
building, Harlow Playhouse and 
St Thomas More Roman Catholic 
Church. 

Sue Livings, deputy chairman 
of Harlow Council, collected the 
award for Orchard Croft. The 
complex was designed by Sir 
Frederick Gibberd and Harlow 
Design Group.

HOSPITALS UNDER PRESSURE: Patients reveal their experience 

Dying woman ‘was left on 
A&E trolley for five hours’ 

AS the temperature continues to fall the NHS 
has been gripped by a winter crisis. How are 
our hospitals in Harlow and Stevenage bearing 
up under the pressure? Chief reporter Sam 
Meadows investigates... 


ALERTS: Princess Alexandra Hospital in Harlow 


MOST patients visiting A&E 
at the Lister Hospital were 
satisfied despite the soaring 
number of people being 
admitted. 

According to the hospital’s 
friends and family test, which 
anonymously asks for 
feedback after visits, 85 per 
cent of patients would 
recommend the hospital to 
someone else. 

Director of nursing Liz Lees 
said: “I appreciate there are 
going to be people who had a 
bad experience at the hospital. 

“But on the whole the 
response is very positive.” 

Admissions 

Over the Christmas and 
new year period there were 14 
per cent more hospital 
admissions at Lister than the 
previous year. 

From January 1-15 there 
were 350 extra patients at the 
trust’s two centres. Its chief 
executive Nick Carver said 
the rise was probably down to 
an aging and growing 
population, adding: “Waiting 
times, while not meeting the 
national standard, have been 
better than last year. 

“We clearly recognise that 
this winter patients waited 
longer to be treated and we 
regret that, but admitting 14 
per cent more patients 
something has to give.” 


A DYING woman with cancer was 
left on a trolley for five hours, and 
a little girl was told she would 
have to travel more than 100 miles 
for treatment. 

Both Princess Alexandra 
Hospital (PAH) in Harlow and the 
Lister Hospital in Stevenage 
declared an OPEL 3 - the 
equivalent of a red alert - at 
accident and emergency (A&E) on 
multiple occasions at the 
weekend. The PAH also declared a 
‘black alert on December 13. 

Responding to a survey on this 
paper’s website, many patients 
reported severe waiting times and 
issues with treatment. 

One respondent from Stotfold, 
who did not leave their name, 
attended A&E at the Lister. They 
wrote: “My mother had cancer 
and was left on a trolley for five 
hours, she was examined in the 
corridor behind temporary 
boards. She passed away two days 
later.” 


And a woman from Bishop’s 
Stortford who was sent to A&E in 
Harlow by her GP after her daugh¬ 
ter developed cellulitis told us the 
lack of hospital beds meant she 
was told her six-year-old would 
have to be admitted in Great 
Yarmouth -104 miles away. 

She said: “She is six and she has 
never stayed in hospital before, let 
alone us having to travel two-and- 
a-half hours on a Friday night. 

Understaffed 

“She had got herself into a 
complete state. She was in pain 
and had an IV in. I can’t fault the 
staff there, it’s not their fault and 
they did all they could do. 

“They were understaffed and it 
was so busy in there. They were 
really kind and good with my 
daughter. 

“I can’t fault the NHS with the 
services they provide, but it’s 
coming from higher up.” 

A woman from Little Hadham, 


who wished to remain anonym¬ 
ous, said she had visited A&E 
three times last year with her 
mother. 

“On one occasion we arrived at 
half past four in the morning and 
we were still there when the staff 
were coming back for the next 
night shift,” she said. 

“Another time she was left in a 


cubical overnight and basically 
abandoned. 

“She had wet herself and 
everything, it was terrible.” 

She said she had emailed the 
chief executive of the Princess 
Alexandra Hospital Trust after 
her complaints fell on deaf ears. 

Mark Stone, 42, who lives in 
Standon, visited the hospital with 


his 67-year-old mother. 

He said: “There was a queue of 
ambulances out of the door and 
when I arrived my mum was still 
kept on an ambulance trolley for 
about 45 minutes. 

“The ambulance crew had to 
stay with her. When she got inside 
there were no beds so she had to 
stay in a wheelchair.” 
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of care at hard-pressed hospitals in Harlow and Stevenage 

Princess Alex ‘cannot cope 
with surging population’ 


POLITICIANS and doctors have 
made fresh calls for a new hospital in 
Harlow as the NHS winter crisis 
takes hold. 

Trust bosses admitted the hospital 
is no longer fit for purpose and 
drastic action is needed as the area’s 
population rises. 

Dr Curtis Emordi said the facility 
was originally built to cater for a 
population of 60,000 but is now being 
asked to cope with 110,000 people. 

Pathways 

“People are living longer and we 
don’t have all the social care and all 
the alternative pathways to deal with 
it,” he said. 

“There are GP services and 
pharmacies but many of them are not 
24/7. The difficulty is when people 
can’t access these they come to 


A&E.” 

The trust’s chief operating officer 
Stephanie Lawton said a new 
hospital was needed. 

She added: “We are working hard 
to develop an outline case for a new 
hospital. 

“We are working with our 
commissioner to develop an urgent 
care centre over the next 12 to 18 
months. 

“That will allow us to move people 
away from the emergency 
department.” 

And Robert Halfon, the MP for 
Harlow, said Health Secretary 
Jeremy Hunt had told him the town 
is top of the list if money for new 
hospitals becomes available. 

He said: “Harlow is at the top of the 
list to get the right funding if that 
money becomes available.”

He also said the trust had 
faced issues recruiting nurses due 


to the hospital’s proximity to 
London. 


‘Patient feedback helps 
us shape future services’

PATIENT feedback is vitally 
important in improving A&E 
services and trust chiefs have urged 
those who have had a bad experience 
to let them know. 

Nick Carver, the chief executive of 
Lister Hospital, said: “Clearly 
sometimes we don’t get it right and if 
we haven’t I am sorry for that and 
please contact us. 

“At the end of the day we are here 
to serve the public and we need to 
know how to improve.” 

Vicky Barnes, the emergency 
department matron at Princess 


Alexandra Hospital, also urged 
patients to get in touch if they have 
had a bad experience. 

“We do take a huge amount of 
notice of the patient feedback we 
get,” she said. 

Complaints 

“We have a complaints system 
which we do reply to and most of the 
time we can sort it out with a face-to- 
face meeting and any learning from 
those is taken very seriously. 

“Everyday we give all that feedback 
to the staff.” 


‘Call pharmacy 
or GP before 
trying hospital’ 

HEALTH bosses have warned that some people 
who visit A&E do not need to be there. 

A spokesman for Lister Hospital said on many 
occasions the people who wait for the longest at 
A&E are the patients who did not need to attend in 
the first place. 

And Dr Curtis Emordi from Princess Alexandra 
Hospital also said many patients did not need to be 
there - although he said it was a more complicated 
situation. 

“That is definitely the case but sometimes it’s 
difficult to blame those people,” he said. 

“They need an alternative treatment and if you 
don’t provide a 24/7 service at a GP or a pharmacy 
those people will end up coming into hospital.” 

■ Patients are advised to call the NHS helpline on 
111 before making the trip to A&E to check what is 
the best course of action to take.

Concern over 
road plans

‘explore sustainable transport’. 
Considering what I can recall of 
that council’s views in the past 
on the northern route from 
Eastwick to the Mil, it would be 
interesting to hear their 
interpretation of ‘sustainable’ - 
whatever minimises the impact 
on East Herts roads? 

In its reference to a northern 
bypass, Essex County Council’s 
May 2016 consultation document 


on Mil Junction 7A says ‘it is 
the aspiration of ECC and local 
partners to support future 
growth and ultimately reduce 
traffic travelling through the 
centre of Harlow. Our studies 
show that a new road is unlikely 
to be needed to support the 
growth in currently emerging 
Local Plans. ECC will monitor 
the situation in Harlow and 
when conditions are right would 
look to take this forward (after 
2033)’. 

If the prospects for Gilden/ 
Edinburgh Way were not bad 
enough, the impact of another 
10,000 homes looking to use them 
as their route to/from the Mil 
will clearly require action before 
2033. 

Plans for a direct east-west 
route to the north of Harlow 
have existed for nearly 50 years, 
pre-dating the Mil; they should 
surely be back on the table now.

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New Mil junction will put 
garden town on right road 


Minister’s hint that 10,000-home development will get green light

THE government has hailed Mil 
junction 7A as key to delivering 
Harlow-Gilston Garden Town in 
making a substantial invest¬ 
ment. 

The contested junction, which 
will see country road Gilden Way 
turned into a three-lane carriage¬ 
way, will benefit from a share of a 
£1.2 billion national investment in 
roads. 

Announcing the fund, set to 
kick in at the start of the financial 
year in April, transport minister 
Andrew Jones said the junction 
would benefit the proposed 
garden town. 

The planned 10,000-home devel¬ 
opment, known colloquially as 
Harlow North, has not yet been 
signed off but this latest 
announcement is a strong hint 
that it will be. 

In addition more than 
£25million has been allocated to 
fill potholes, improve road safety 
and cut congestion in Essex. 

The county council run Essex 
Highways will have its coffers 
filled with a £28.5million invest¬ 
ment from central government. 

Mr Jones said: “Roads play a 
significant part in everyday life 


linking people with jobs and busi¬ 
nesses with customers. 

“This is why this government is 
investing record amounts improv¬ 
ing and maintaining highways 
across the country to help motor¬ 
ists. 

“The funding we have allocated 
today is focused on relieving 
congestion and providing import¬ 
ant upgrades to ensure our roads 
are fit for the future.” 

The Department for Transport 
(DfT) will begin a new trial to 
change the way potholes are 
managed. The proposed pothole 
spotter system would see a 
camera-software system built 
into refuse vehicles.

On the junction 7A prospect a 
DfT spokesman said: “The 
scheme will provide better access 
to the motorway both for resid¬ 
ents of Harlow and Sawbridge- 
worth and less congestion on 
junction seven.

2019.”

A WOMAN in her 80s was 
targeted in a suspected attempted 
burglary by men posing as shed 
repairers. 

Two men attended a property in 
Fountain Farm, Harlow, at 
around 10.30am on Sunday. The 
first asked the victim if she 
wanted her shed repaired as 
another waited outside. 

Challenged 

The first man proceeded to 
walk around the house, claiming 
he was ‘just checking’ when 
challenged about what he was 
doing. Both men then left and 
nothing appears to have been 
taken. 

Essex Police is now appealing 
for witnesses and a spokeswoman 
described the incident as 
concerning. 

The man who walked around 
the house is described as white, 
around 5ft 5 tall, of stocky build, 


aged between 40 and 50, wearing a 
bobble hat and bomber jacket. 

DC Rachel Anderson, investig¬ 
ation officer, said: “Given the 
nature of the offence I am 
concerned the victim was 
targeted because of her age. 

“I am concerned other people 
who are elderly or vulnerable may 
also be targeted in the same way 
and would urge residents in the 
area to be alert for anyone trying 
something similar. 

“If someone knocks at your 


door always ask for identification 
- all genuine callers will have ID 
and won’t mind you asking to see 
it. 

“If you’re still not sure, ask 
them to come back another time 
and don’t feel pressured into 
letting someone into your home 
you don’t want there.”

But frontline services in Essex won’t be hit by budget 


THE government has been 
accused of ‘bankrupting’ local 
authorities and creating 
‘isolation and loneliness’ among 
the elderly. 

The county’s Labour leader 
Ivan Henderson was responding 
to Essex County Council’s 
budget announcement on 
Monday - which included a three 
per cent rise in council tax to 
pay for adult social care. 

Councillor Mike Mackrory the 
leader of the Liberal Democrat 
group, said the budget would 
have a ‘massive impact’ on 


communities in Essex. Cllr 
Henderson said: “They are 
trying to disguise it all by saying 
they are freezing council tax, but 
are raising the social care 
precept. 

“They can’t fool the public 
when they are going to be seeing 
money going out of their 
pockets.” 

Cllr Mackrory said: “They are 
raising the adult social care 
precept by three per cent and I 
think we have to accept that was 
inevitable. 

“This three per cent will only 


raise £17million so there will 
still be a significant shortfall.’ 

And Cllr Henderson also 
accused the government of 
fuelling loneliness among the 
elderly with its cuts to social 
care. 

“They are just putting off 
decisions which are going to 
have a major impact on local 
authorities and the health 
service in the future,” he 
said. 

“You are creating more and 
more loneliness and isolation 
among elderly people.”

TAXPAYERS in Essex will soon 
have to fork out as much as 65p a 
week more in council tax. 

Essex County Council (ECC) 
has unveiled its budget for the 
forthcoming year and has taken 
the option to charge residents 
three per cent more to pay for 
adult social care. 

The budget has been balanced 
without cuts to frontline services 
and Councillor John Spence, the 
authority’s cabinet member for 
finance, pledged this would 
remain the case in coming years. 

And he said the rise in council 
tax was inevitable given the 
strain adult social care services 
are under. “We have a growing 
population of older people so we 


know the strain is there and we 
are clear that the government 
does need to put more money into 
this funding stream,” he said. 

“We had to take this option 
actually, it was the right thing to 
do because otherwise we can’t 
argue our corner.” 

Cllr Spence said the council is 
spending seven per cent more on 
adult social care than it was at the 
start of its administration. And 
while he stopped short of criti¬ 
cising the government for not 
providing enough money for 
social care, he was clear charging 
taxpayers cannot be the whole 
solution. 

“It’s part of the solution and 
always would have been but it 
shouldn’t be the whole solution,” 
he explained. 

“The government needs to look 
at a more fundamental solution.” 

The council will also fund the 
creation of 2,500 school places in 
the next year - on top of 8,000 
which have already been created. 

New schools will also be built in 
Chelmsford and Harlow, with the 
authority aiming to reach 100 per 
cent of schools rated ‘good’ by 
Ofsted in the near future - the 
figure is currently 91 per cent. 

Protected 

On the possibility of future 
cuts, Cllr Spence admitted the 
budget was not yet balanced for 
2018 and beyond, but pledged 
frontline services would be 
protected. 

The government will cease 
funding local authorities by 2020 
but has approved ECC’s efficiency 
plan, meaning the settlement will 
gradually reduce until then. 

“People shouldn’t be worried,” 
said Cllr Spence. “They should 
trust that we will continue to find 
new ways to balance the budget. 

“It always gets tougher but we 
have the talent to do it.” 

I The budget will be discussed by 
ECC’s cabinet on Tuesday before 
going before full council on 
February 14.

COUNTY Hall’s decision to cut 
funding for supported housing in 
Harlow is “savage,” according to 
a town councillor. 

Backed by other members of 
Harlow Labour, Mark Wilkinson 
blasted Essex County Council for 
cutting £160,000 from their 
budget for the accommodation in 
the town. 

But Tory ECC member Dick 
Madden said consultations are 
yet to be held into how supported 
housing will be funded and plans 
will follow to make sure vulner¬ 
able residents will continue to 
receive support. 

The spending plan, which 
could be approved after a County 
Hall vote on Wednesday, Febru¬ 
ary 14, was announced on 
Monday. 

Mr Wilkinson, Harlow Coun¬ 
cil’s portfolio holder for housing, 


“Surely the residents who rely 
on this service and who continue 
to pay rent and council tax for 
their homes deserve to live com¬ 
fortably and with dignity in their 
own community. 

“Instead they face an uncer¬ 
tain future and the possibility of 
having to become a burden to 
their families.” 

The decision follows the clos¬ 
ure of Occasio House in Harlow, 
which supported young people, 
while the Meals on Wheels ser¬ 
vice was axed last October. 

Eugenie Harvey, who hopes to 
win the Harlow South seat of 


Essex County Council at the elec¬ 
tions in May, said: “We cannot I 
stand by and allow the Tories in | 
County Hall to make these dev¬ 
astating cuts to services which 
affect vulnerable Harlow resid¬ 
ents.” 

Essex County Council is not | 
the only provider of supported 
housing, and Mr Madden argued 
it is therefore unfair to say there 
will no longer be any provision. 

The cabinet member for adults 
and children said: “It is not true 
we are cutting all funding for 
housing related support. 

“That is because there are a 
range of providers including dis¬ 
trict, borough and city councils 
running these services. 

“We are consulting with them 
on changes so we can make sure 
we are making the best use of 
limited and shrinking resources, 
but at the same time make sure 
that those who really need sup¬ 
port continue to receive it.”

A FORCEFUL play about a man 
and his autistic son returns to 
Harlow this month after a 
successful nationwide tour. 

Real-life wrestler Steve 
Hannam is thrown about in a 
ring on stage in Living With 
Luke, which tells his true story 
of facing up to his boy’s autism, 
a rival he can never fully defeat. 

Two years after performing in 
front of an appreciative crowd at 
Burnt Mill Academy, the cast 
will perform at Church Langley 
Community Primary School on 
Friday, January 27 at 7.30pm. 

Steve, 48, who lives in Harlow, 
said: “We finished the tour in 
November. It was very successful 
and we are hoping it will be 
bigger this time.” 

In the Paul T Davies’ directed 
adaptation, Steve performs as 
alter-ego Danson Thunderbolt 


and the show begins in full 
wrestling mode before the back 
story is told. 

Luke’s autism makes it 
difficult for his father to 
communicate and build a 
relationship with him and the 
struggle is told through drama 
and wrestling. 

The play separates Luke (who 
is played by Ben Maytham) from 
the autism, which is represented 
by another wrestler (Phil 
Powers) who takes any 
opportunity to throw Steve 
around. 

The pair fight intermittently 
throughout to mimic their 
real-life clashes. The show is 
designed to raise awareness of 
autism and is being held in 
conjunction with Harlow charity 
PACT for Autism.

Thirty-seven years after the Newtown 
Neurotics played The Square for the first 
time frontman Steve Drewett is looking 
ahead to their final performance...

HE Newtown Neurotics 
will support Eddie and 
the Hot Rods on 
Saturday, January 28 for 
what will be the last 
night of entertainment at The 
Square before it closes. 

The Fourth Avenue venue is 
very close to the trio’s frontman 
Steve Drewett’s heart, as he not 
only met his wife there but it 
helped propel the politically- 
engaged rockers to the big time. 

The 62-year-old, who still lives 
in Harlow, said: “We are in the 
unique position, alongside 
Richard Holgarth and the Hot 
Rods, as musicians who have 
played in The Square at the 
beginning and are now going to 
be one of the last playing. 

“I remember what it was like 
before The Square and when it 
closes that is what we go back to. 
We were a band who needed to 
play live and there was nowhere 
in Harlow at all. 

“We got a following because 
we played in Bishop’s Stortford 
all the time. We could not play in 


Harlow as the town hall, as it 
was called then, did not have the 
space. Bars did not want a punk 
band. 

“When The Square came it 
was a godsend as now we had 
something on our doorstep. We 
got a scene going, it was 
remarkable. 

“We created a culture. It was a 
very rich scene of playing. Young 
people came and started to form 
bands, becoming musicians.” 

Tickets have already sold out 
for The Square’s last gig (which 
will also feature The Orphans) 
before contractors take over the 
site to build houses. 

For the lucky couple of 
hundred to have bought a ticket 
it may be the last gig they see in 
a while with no replacement 
venue having been announced. 

The Newtown Neurotics 
formed in Harlow in the late 
1970s and the first time they 
played at The Square was in 
1980. 

After disbanding eight years 


later, Steve reformed the band in 
2006. 

Steve, on vocals and guitar, is 
now joined by original member 
Simon Lomond on drums and 
bassist Adam Smith, who came 
on board in 2007. 

The frontman said The Square 
was more a community than a 
venue and punters would 
become involved in the sound 
and lighting side. 

Community 

“People used to turn up for the 
first time as a punter and would 
end up working there,” Steve 
continued. “They became part of 
the community. 

“For us we became nationally 
known, we appeared on the John 
Peel Show. If The Square had not 
been there none of that would 
have happened. It was my home 
away from home.” 

The band released prolifically 
in the 1980s and became famous 
for their politically charged 
lyrics behind tracks such as 
Kick Out the Tories and 


Mindless Violence. Steve 
estimates he has played several 
hundred times at The Square, 
including numerous solo shows. 

While his career continues to 
blossom he considers it vital that 
such a venue has a place in the 
town to help bring through the 
next generation of musicians. 

He added: “It is a concern of 
mine for a number of reasons. 
Clearly it is important to this 
town, but also to this nation as 
we see venues closing left, right 
and centre. 

“There is a tendency now to 
not value music. Young people 
are missing out on an 
experience. They are watching 
The X Factor and may watch a 
concert through a virtual reality 
headset. 

“With that you lose that sense 
of community. Being in the 
middle of an audience is 
something you cannot replicate, 
that real emotion.” 

The Square’s future is still 
uncertain with no new venue yet 


announced. Steve said that 
although performing somewhere 
else would be strange, it is a 
necessity. 

“It would be different but it 
would be good. You can’t stop 
change. 

“I am worried there would be 
no equivalent. That is my main 
concern. Once the Neurotics 
have finished it would be nice to 
go out and see the latest new 
talent. 

“It is the small venues that are 
stepping stones that allow acts to 
become mega-stars.” 

Steve said the Neurotics are as 
busy as ever, and are currently 
writing new material with an 
eye on a documentary film. 

It is now approaching 11 years 
since Steve reformed the band, 
making their 2.0 a longer-serving 
outfit than their original 
incarnation, who were together 
from 1979 to 1988. 

Saying goodbye to The Square 
is an emotional venture for the 
guys, no-one more so than 


bass-player Adam who is part of 
SquareOne Management. 

However, Steve is conscious 
that he does not want to steal the 
thunder from Eddie and the Hot 
Rods, the band they are officially 
supporting. 

The trio has already played a 
gig to say goodbye to The Square, 
when they thought it was going 
to close at the end of 2015. 

Steve added: “We said goodbye 
to The Square the first time 
round - we did all the farewell 
gigs. We said if there was a 
support slot available on the 
final night we would play for the 
last time. 

“There is a rock family tree in 
The Square (which maps out 
connections between Harlow 
bands to have played the venue 
over the years) and we are at the 
top, we are the constant that has 
been there all the way through.” 

“So in a way it is fitting that 
we are on the bill to say 
goodbye.”

owards the conclusion 
of Chilean director 
Pablo Larrain’s 
unconventional biopic 
of Jacqueline Kennedy, 
the former first First Lady 
muses on the celebrity that 
consumed her. 

“I never wanted fame,” she 
responds coolly. “I just became a 
Kennedy.” 

That feeling of impotence in 
the eye of a media storm informs 
many pivotal scenes in Jackie, a 
bravura portrait of a wife and 
mother struggling to come to 
terms with sudden loss whilst 
publicly remaining strong for 
her children and the American 
people. 

Screenwriter Noah 
Oppenheim sensitively imagines 
grief behind closed doors to 
piece together events before and 
after the fateful motorcade in 
Dallas, Texas on November 22, 
1963. 


Scenes of Jackie trembling 
with shock as she wipes make-up 
and her husband’s blood from 
her face in the aftermath of the 
shooting are horribly 
compelling, as is the moment she 
must break the devastating news 
to her two children, skirting 
nimbly around the horrible, 
brutal facts. 

“A very bad man hurt Daddy,” 


she tells five-year-old daughter 
Caroline. “Daddy would come 
home if he could. But he can’t. 
He has to go to heaven.” 

In order to bring these 
fragmented memories into focus, 
Larrain employs a jarring 
framing device. 

Journalist Theodore H White 
(Billy Crudup) visits the 
Kennedy compound in Hyannis 


Port, Massachusetts, a few days 
after the assassination to 
interview Jackie (Natalie 
Portman). 

From the outset, Jackie 
attempts to gain a semblance of 
control she never had in the 
White House. 

“You understand that I will be 
editing this conversation?” she 
tells Theodore. “Just in case I 


don’t say exactly what I mean.” 

Gradually, she relates her 
version of events, including the 
blood-spattered rush to hospital 
where she is joined by Jack’s 
brother Bobby (Peter Sarsgaard) 
and her social secretary, Nancy 
Tucker man (Greta Gerwig). 

While Jackie and the rest of 
the world mourn her beloved 
Jack (Caspar Phillipson), 


Lyndon B Johnson (John Carroll 
Lynch) is hurriedly sworn in as 
President aboard Air Force One 
in front of his wife Lady Bird 
(Beth Grant) and aide Jack 
Valenti (Max Casella). 

“A First Lady must always be 
ready to pack her suitcases. It’s 
inevitable,” Jackie laments. 

Larrain’s film is a 
mesmerising kaleidoscope of 
real and imagined details, 
galvanised by Portman’s 
haunting embodiment of a 
widow in emotional isolation. 

She effortlessly captures the 
breathless vocal mannerisms, 
clawing at our hearts in 
centrepiece sequences that 
remind us of the merciless ebb 
and flow of power on Capitol 
Hill. 

“It’s been just one week and 
already they’re treating him like 
some dusty old artefact, to be 
shelved away,” despairs Jackie, 
fearing the memory of her 
husband will be lost in time like 
so many of his predecessors. 

The colourful and complex 
mosaic of Larrain’s vision 
ensures that the woman, who 
stood proudly beside JFK, won’t 
be forgotten.

ONDA has always 
been at the forefront of 
car technology and 
design - but 
sometimes you can be 
too far ahead. 

And so it was when the 
Japanese car maker launched 
the original HR-V back in 1999, 
well before the trend for 
crossovers and SUVs was even 
thought of. 

It didn’t sell in large numbers 
and was eventually phased out 
ten years ago. 

But now a new generation 
HR-V is back and now the timing 
is right because compact 
crossovers are all the rage - 
think Renault Kadjar and Nissan 
Juke. 

And the car that started it all 
is determined to take sales from 
its competitors to make up for 
lost time. It’s already been voted 
New Car of the Year by dealers 
in the prestigious AM trade 
magazine’s annual awards. 

The latest HR-V is designed for 
drivers who want a crossover but 
don’t want the bulk of the Nissan 


Qashqai or even the HR-V’s 
bigger brother the Honda CR-V 

But despite the relatively 
small outside dimensions this 
newcomer offers plenty of 
interior space for four, or five if 


you are happy to be up close and 
intimate in the back. 

There’s plenty of luggage room 
too thanks to a very deep boot 
which doesn’t have the fuel tank 
underneath it to take up space. 


That has been moved under the 
front seats - just like on the 
Honda Jazz. 

The similarities don’t end 
there because the HR-V also has 
Honda’s ‘magic seats’ - created 


originally for the Jazz - which 
means a multiplicity of folding 
permutations as well as seat 
squabs which fold up like 
cinema seats to allow you to 
pack in large items across the 
width of the car, like a mountain 
bike or furniture for example. 

Like most Hondas this one 
comes well equipped, 
particularly if you sample the 
top of the range EX model as I 
did. 

Standard features on this 
flagship include leather seats - 
heated in the front, a panoramic 
opening glass sunroof, satellite 
navigation, rear view colour 
camera, LED headlights and roof 
rails. 

The car is available with 
either a 1.5-litre petrol engine or 
- as on the car that I drove - 
Honda’s super frugal 120bhp 
1.6-litre diesel. 

This engine was originally 
developed for the Civic and 
proved to be so good it was 
decided to offer it in the CR-V 
and now the HR-V. 

It’s one of the few engines that 
I have tried that actually will live 
up to the manufacturer’s claimed 


average fuel consumption. 

Honda says it will average 68.9 
in the HR-V and I managed, with 
careful driving to average a very 
close 62mpg. 

At the same time it’s quite a 
spirited engine in this model 
offering lively, enjoyable 
acceleration. In this instance it’s 
mated to a slick, super smooth 
six-speed manual gearbox that’s 
a delight to use. 

On the road the HR-V is a 
surprisingly quiet, refined and 
smooth car to drive. It’s also very 
agile, with a small turning circle 
which makes it easy to park. 

There’s little body roll on 
corners and while the steering is 
sharp it’s also a little on the light 
side. 

Sharp also describes the 
exterior styling of the car which 
at first glance you take for a 
coupe as the rear doors are not 
immediately obvious because the 
handles are built into the 
window frame. 

The new generation HR-V has 
been a long time coming but this 
time Honda bosses have made 
sure they have got it right.

“We’ve got take to everything 
we can from the game and look 
forward to our upcoming league 
games.” 


Saturday’s game saw the return 
of Junior Dadson for his first 
appearance of the season, coming 
off the bench for the final 20 
minutes. 

Chapman was delighted the 
winger could return from his 
lengthy injury lay-off. 

The Hawks boss added: “He has 
been out for so long it’s like hav¬ 
ing a new signing. 

“He’s only played a couple of 
U21 games but I thought that 
maybe bringing him on he could 
give us something else, a bit of 
Dadson magic so to speak. 

“He did well but the main thing 


is that we get him back to 100 per 
cent match fitness. So that he’s 
injury free and he’s not got prob¬ 
lems. It’s just about him getting 
match sharpness back.” 

Chapman also gave an update 
on striker Read, who handed in a 
transfer request two weeks ago. 

“That remains to be seen,” he 
explained. “I can state that I don’t 
want him to go and the club don’t 
want him to go. There are reasons 
why he wants to go that are 
between the club and Alex. 

“Unfortunately that’s the way 
its going to be.We’ll sit down this 
week and go from there.”
